Largest Cotton Crop on Record. 

Washington, Dl C. Dec.— The 
Department of Agriculture esti- 
mates the 1914 cotton drop at 15, - 
959,000 bales. ’J'his is the largest 
production in the history of the 
cotton industry. The 1911 crop 
held the record to the present 
year, with a production of 15,960, 
701 bales. It is estimated thu 
there is at least two million half 
in the field, much of it desertt 
by discouraged farmers at 
which will probably never f 
gathered. 

The 1914 crop also ranks arof 
the largest in production per area, 
averaging 208 pounds per acre 
and reaches the low water mark 
in price officially estimated for 
the 1914 crop is 6 cents per pound 
against an average price of 12 
cents per pound in 1913 and a pro- 
duction of 182 pounds per acre.
